If you desire more specific Information on the details, I can contact the two former campaign 
staff members who had oversight of this vendor. They would have more knowledge of the 
Issues involving this vendor. 

I draw your 
attention to the cover letter, which has a New York Zip Code below the NM address, and which 
obviously contributed to the delay in receiving it.
